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SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 
TO  THE  TOWN 

The  year  1985  has  brought  significant  changes  to  our  Town. 
New  commercial  and  residential  construction  has  added  approx- 
imately 7  million  dollars  to  our  tax  base.  This  includes  a  much 
needed  new  Post  Office.  A  fine  facility.  Our  Planning  Board 
provided  thoughtful  guidance  to  this  growth,  for  which  we  are  all 
grateful. 

Prudent  investment  of  our  funds  borrowed  in  anticipation  of 
taxes,  has  yielded  sizeable  dividends.  The  interest  earned  on  the 
investment  of  the  borrowed  one  million  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  exceeded  the  cost  by  more  than  17  thousand  dollars.  This 
is  due  to  our  very  favorable  interest  rate.  Increased  revenues 
from  automobile  registrations  and  other  sources  have  also  con- 
tributed to  our  sound  financial  position.  The  reduction  in  the  tax 
rate,  was  due  to  a  combination  of  factors,  which  reflects  favorably 
on  our  Department  Heads,  other  employees,  and  all  Town 
Officials. 

We  continue  to  be  plagued  by  contamination  of  private  wells. 
An  additional  number  of  wells  were  identified  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  as 
containing  contaminants  this  past  year.  Through  the  combined 
effort  of  the  Water  Commission,  Budget  Committee,  and  Select- 
men, permission  was  granted  to  expend  twelve  thousand  dollars 
of  surplus  funds  to  extend  the  water  main  on  North  Road,  west  of 
Lafayette  Road.  The  emergency  request  was  approved  by  the 
New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  to  pro- 
vide potable  water  to  those  homes  with  contaminated  wells. 
Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  Hampton  Water  Works 
we  accomplished  this  task  in  approximately  six  weeks  from  the 
time  of  notification. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  Warrant  Articles  which  seek  your 
support  for  the  necessary  extension  of  water  service.  Completion 
of  these  extensions  will  provide  suitable  water  to  other  areas, 
where  private  wells  are  threatened  with  contamination. 

The  search  for  the  source  of  contamination  at  the  Coakley 
Landfill  Site  will  probably  require  an  additional  eighteen  months. 
The  Remedial  Investigation  and  Feasibility  Study,  which  is 
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presently  being  conducted  by  a  private  engineering  firm,  is  being 
supervised  by  state  and  federal  agencies. 

We  have  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Office  of  State 
Planning  to  conduct  an  engineering  study  at  Bass  Beach  Marsh 
and  Little  River  Marsh.  The  four  thousand  dollar  federal  grant 
will  assist  us  in  determining  the  most  feasible  method  of  properly 
restoring  these  valuable  marsh  areas  to  their  original  ecology. 
Proper  flushing  with  sea  water  is  needed  to  reverse  the  adverse 
trend  towards  freshwater  marsh  ecology. 

We  can  not  say  enough  about  the  volunteers  on  our  Boards, 
Committees,  Commissions,  Corps,  and  Associations.  These  ded- 
icated public  servants  are  providing  countless  hours  of  profes- 
sional expertise  to  assist  town  government.  The  support  services 
and  programs  that  they  provide  are  essential  to  the  community 
and  our  individual  well  being.  We  salute  these  unselfish  people 
for  helping  to  make  our  Town  a  wonderful  place  to  live  and  raise 
our  children.

MITTEE) To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  Four 
Thousand  Dollars  ($4,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
replacement  radios  for  the  Police  Department,  and  to  authorize 
the  withdrawal  of  the  same  amount  from  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Funds  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance 
Act  of  1972  and  amendments  thereto. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Carrigg  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Berry.  Vote  was  by  show  of  hands.  MOTION  CARRIED. 

ARTICLE  X:  (RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  BUDGET  COM- 
MITTEE) To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  Three 
Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($3,500.00)  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  a  variable  flow  control  panel  for  the  Mosquito  Com- 
mission, and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  same  amount 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  under  the  provisions  of  the 
State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  and  amendments  thereto. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Carrigg  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Berry.  Mrs.  Tillinghast  asked  what  the  panel  was  and  was 
given  the  answer  by  Mr.  South  worth.  Mr.  John  Muller  said 
he  thought  the  Town  was  giving  up  adulticiding.  Mr. 
Knowles  explained  that  they  would  continue  adulticiding 
because  of  public  demand,  however,  they  would  be  doing 
more  larviciding.  Terry  Mackin  questioned  about  the 
moneys  listed  and  Mr.  Lermer  explained  that  Rye  didn't  bill 
the  Town  until  1985  for  our  last  share  of  1984  so  that  the  book- 
keeping needed  updating.  Mr.  Claverie  questioned  the  con- 
dition of  the  truck  and  Mr.  Knowles  explained  that  the  truck 
is  old  but  felt  it  could  be  used  for  another  year.  The  Modera- 
tor then  called  for  a  hand  vote.  MOTION  CARRIED. 

ARTICLE  XI:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  for  three  years  with  David  Pope.  Said 
agreement  would  have  Pope  improve  at  his  expense  and  furnish 
to  the  Town  a  parking  area  on  Ocean  Boulevard,  owned  by  Pope, 
for  the  use  of  Town  residents.  Further,  the  Selectmen  would 
develop  and  operate  a  system  of  permits  for  the  vehicles  to  be 
parked,  charging  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  per  permit  sticker. Also  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eight 
Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($8,500.00)  for  this  purpose  for 
this  year. 
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Motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Knowles  and  seconded.  Mr. 
Knowles  wanted  to  amend  the  amounts  to  Twenty  Dollars 
($20.00)  per  permit  and  Seven  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Dol- 
lars ($7,200.00)  for  this  purpose  this  year.  He  went  on  to 
explain  that  the  fee  should  cover  the  costs,  the  trees  would 
be  left  in  the  area  to  protect  the  abutters,  the  area  could  be 
secured  at  night  with  a  cable,  the  police  would  enforce  the 
use  of  the  area  and  it  would  be  open  July  1  to  August  31.  Mr. 
South  worth  said  there  was  no  easy  way  out  of  the  situation 
as  the  State  took  over  the  beach  area  in  1981  and  now 
provides  bathrooms  and  a  lifeguard  and  has  parking  meters 
that  take  25<P  for  24  minutes.  He  said  Sea  Road  and  Apple- 
dore  parking  were  possibilities  but  that  he  was  opposed  to 
this  article. 

Mr.  Mike  Burnell  stated  that  he  was  opposed  to  this  article 
as  he  felt  we  were  being  asked  to  violate  zoning  and  subsid- 
izing parking.  He  offered  the  following  amendment:  The 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  are  hereby 
empowered  to  enter  into  and  execute  a  three  (3)  year  lease 
with  Mr.  David  Pope  for  the  use  of  a  portion  of  his  property 
on  Ocean  Boulevard  as  a  parking  area  for  residence  only 
beach  parking  when,  and  only  when,  funds  sufficient  to  pay 
seventy-five  percent  (75%)  of  the  annual  cost  of  this  lease 
have  been  collected  from  the  sale  of  resident  beach  parking 
stickers.  Sfaxmld  insufficient  funds  be  collected  to  attain  this 
seventy-five  percent  (75%)  figure,  all  funds  will  be  refunded 
and  no  lease  entered  into  and/or  executed.  Mr.  Hickey 
seconded  the  amendment.  This  would  be  $5,400  or  270  per- 
mits, for  the  45  spaces. 

Chief  Golden  expressed  concern  of  traffic  safety  in  the  high 
traffic  area.  Mr.  Forti  questioned  a  3-year  contract  and  asked 
what  would  happen  if  the  Town  didn't  vote  the  money  for 
the  second  or  third  year.  Mr.  Seaverns  questioned  why  we 
don't  have  town  parking  at  the  beach  as  Rye  and  Hampton 
do.  Mr.  South  worth  explained  that  Rye  got  it  because  of  an 
error  in  the  layout  of  US  1- A  north  of  the  Beach  Club  in  Rye. 
Mr.  Tager  was  concerned  about  safety.  Mr.  Knowles  asked  if 
they  could  have  a  show  of  hands  of  those  who  would  be 
interested  in  buying  a  sticker  and  about  65  raised  their 
hands. 
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Mr.  MacLennan  wondered  if  they  could  make  the  area 
larger.  Mr.  Muller  asked  where  the  150  signers  of  the  petition 
were.  Mr.  Facey  asked  if  there  were  other  alternatives.  Mr. 
Muller  asked  how  many  cars  could  be  parked  on  Sea  Road 
and  Appledore.  Mr.  Lermer  said  about  45  in  each  area.  Mr. 
Mixter  suggested  that  we  try  Sea  Road  for  one  year  as  there 
would  be  no  cost.  Chief  Goodwin  said  that  Sea  Road  parking 
would  be  disaster  for  the  Fire  Department  if  parking  were 
allowed  on  both  sides.  Mrs.  Tillinghast  asked  who  would 
pay  for  a  traffic  light.  Mr.  Claverie  asked  if  there  would  be 
additional  costs.  Mr.  Mixter  questioned  disturbing  nature 
and  birds  as  the  parking  area  would  be  so  near  the  Marsh. 
Mr.  Knowles  explained  there  would  be  no  filling  of  the 
marsh.  Mr.  Seaverns  said  that  he  thought  it  was  too  bad 
that  there  wasn't  parking  available  for  the  residents  in  a 
resort  town.  Mr.  Simmons  questioned  who  would  monitor 
the  area  and  was  told  by  Mr.  Knowles  that  the  police  would. 
Chief  Goodwin  moved  the  question.  The  Moderator  called 
for  a  hand  vote  and  asked  for  tellers  to  count.  The  vote  was 
83  For  and  87  Against.  Mr.  Burnell's  amendment  was 
DEFEATED. 

The  Moderator  then  announced  that  the  main  Article,  Arti- 
cle XI,  would  be  voted  on  by  Yes  and  No  ballots  by  the 
checklist.  The  vote  was  YES  72  votes,  NO  136  votes.  ARTI- 
CLE DEFEATED. 

ARTICLE  XII:  On  petition  of  Elizabeth  H.  Terry  and  eleven 
other  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  North  Hampton,  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Seven 
Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($1,750.00)  to  assist  Seacoast  Hospice,  a 
non-profit  organization. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Terry  and  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Guth.  Cynthia  Jenkins  explained  that  amount  is  one  half 
what  the  actual  expense  was  for  1984  in  North  Hampton. 
Vote  was  by  show  of  hands.  MOTION  CARRIED. 

ARTICLE  XIII:  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 
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Mr.  Carrigg  made  the  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,209,397  which  includes  $1,750.00  for  Seacoast  Hospice. 
Seconded  by  Mr.  Berry.  Mr.  Carrigg,  Chairman  of  the  Budget 
Committee,  presented  the  Budget  line  by  line,  discussing 
the  following  items  at  the  time: 

Police  Department:  An  amendment  was  made  by  Chief 
Golden  to  add  $2,400  to  the  salaries  for  the  Police  Depart- 
ment to  bring  the  total  budget  to  $209,466.  It  was  seconded. 
Mr.  Boesch  asked  what  other  town  employees  got  raises. 
Chief  Golden  replied  that  the  school  got  8.5%.  Mr.  Boesch 
didn't  feel  teachers  and  town  employees  salary  have  to  be 
tied  together.  Mr.  Sanborn  explained  that  there  is  a  salary 
schedule  for  teachers  which  has  steps,  education  and  expe- 
rience built  into  it  and  is  very  complex  so  that  not  every 
person  is  going  to  get  a  8.5%  increase — some  may  get  only 
5%.  Mr.  Carter  asked  what  was  underspent  in  the  police 
budget  and  was  told  that  some  equipment  was  sent  back 
and  some  vacation  and  sick  leave  pay  was  not  used.

Mr.  MacLennan  suggested  what 
was  saved  from  the  parking  lot  be  put  toward  the  police. 
Hand  vote  counted  by  tellers,  YES  95,  NO  73.  AMEND- 
MENT CARRIED. 

Fire  Department:  An  amendment  was  made  by  Chief 
Goodwin  to  add  $1,870  to  the  salaries  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment to  bring  the  total  to  $171,944.  Seconded  by  Chief 
Golden.  Hand  vote.  AMENDMENT  CARRIED. 

Mosquito  Control:  An  amendment  was  made  by  Mr.  Lermer 
to  add  $2,217  to  this  budget,  to  make  a  total  of  $12,438.  It  was 
seconded.  Mr.  Lermer  explained  that  $3,046  was  turned 
back  in  1984  to  this  budget  but  that  Rye  had  just  sent  their 
final  bill  on  March  4th  for  last  year.  Hand  vote.  AMEND-

PENALTY  The  owner  of  any  dwelling,  building  or  structure 
who  shall  fail  to  post  such  numbers  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
notice  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  its  duly  authorized  agent, 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  Twenty-five  Dollars  ($25.00)  for 
each  day  that  such  number  or  numbers  is  not  posted. 
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ARTICLE  XX.   (RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION) 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  the  2500  acre  Little  River  Watershed  includes  the 
largest  block  of  undeveloped  open  space  in  North  Hampton,  and 

WHEREAS,  this  watershed  contains  vital  water,  forest,  wild 
life  and  farm  resources,  and 

WHEREAS,  these  resources  are  central  to  the  scenic  character 
of  the  Town. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  that  the  Little  River 
Watershed  be  designated  as  an  area  of  vital  natural  resource 
value  to  the  Town  of  North  Hampton,  and  further  that  the  Town 
through  its  Conservation  Commission  should  endeavor  to  work  with 
landowners  of  this  watershed  to  conserve  and  protect  these 
natural  resources.

Radiological  Emergency  Response  Plan.

Note  1.)   Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  conforms  to 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  for  local  governmental 
units  except  as  indicated  hereinafter.   The  following  is  a  summary 
of  significant  accounting  policies. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accrual  basis  is  used  for  all  fiduciary  funds.   Governmental 
funds  utilize  the  modified  accrual  basis  whereby  revenues  are 
recorded  when  measurable  and  available.   Expenditures  are  recorded 
when  the  liability  is  incurred  (accrual  basis)  except: 

A.  Disbursements  for  inventory  items  (materials  and  supplies)  are- 
considered  expenditures  at  the  time  of  purchase. 

B.  Prepaid  expenses  are  not  normally  recorded. 

Property,  Plant,  and  Equipment 

Property,  plant,  and  equipment  acquired  or  constructed  for  general 
government  services  are  recorded  as  expenditures  in  the  fund  making 
the  expenditure.   Funds  used  to  require  general  fixed  assets  and/or 
debt  service  payments  on  borrowing  in  connection  therewith  are 
accounted  for  as  expenditures  in  the  year  payments  are  made.   This 
is  contrary  to  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  which  require 
that  general  fixed  assets  be  capitalized  and  accounted  for  in  a 
separate  fixed  asset  group  of  accounts. 

Investments 

Investments  are  stated  at  cost. 

Types  and  Purpose  of  Funds 

A.  General  funds  are  intended  to  provide  recurring  general  services. 
They  are  controlled  by  a  budget  approved  by  the  voters. 

B.  Special  Revenue  Funds  -  used  to  account  for  specific  restricted 
revenues  and  expenditures  for  various  purposes.   Receipts  and 
expenditures  of  each  fund  are  governed  by  the  terms  of  contractual 
agreements,  statutes,  or  local  law. 

C.  Other  Governmental  Unit  Funds  (Agency)  -  The  town  collects  taxes 
for  the  Winnacunnet  School  District,  North  Hampton  School  District, 
Rockingham  County,  and  the  Little  Boars  Head  Precinct  as  required 
by  law.   These  taxes  are  accounted  for  as  agency  funds.

D.  Capital  Reserve  Funds  -  Used  to  account  for  financial  resources 
to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  or  construction  of  major  capital 
facilities. 

E.  Property  Taxes  -  Property  tax  revenue  recognition  requires 
disclosure  of  property  taxes  receivable,  which  are  to  be  collected 
beyond  a  period  of  60  days  subsequent  to  December  31,  1985,  are 
recognized  on  the  balance  sheet  and  not  reserved.   The  Town 

of  North  Hampton  recognizes,  without  reserve,  all  taxes  receivable 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.   This  accrual  practice  is  consistent 
with  other  New  Hampshire  municipal  entities  and  more  appropriately 
matches  the  liability  to  the  school  districts  at  December  31  with 
collections  intended  for  school  district  payments  through  June  30 
of  the  following  year. 

Property  taxes  collected  by  the  town  include  taxes  levied  for  the 
following  governmental  units  as  required  by  law.

The  town  raises  revenue  through  taxation  for  abatements  and  refunds 
of  property  and  resident  taxes  by  an  amount  set  as  overlay.   The 
tax  overlay  for  1985  was  $21,323  and  abatements  amounted  to  $18,637 

Other  General  Accounting  Policies 

Retirement  System 

Several  members  of  the  Police  Department,  Fire  Department,  Highway 
Department,  and  Town  Office  are  members  of  the  new  Hampshire  Retirement 
System.   Under  this  plan,  participants  contribute  annually  a  percentage 
of  compensation  which  is  fixed  by  law.   The  Town's  contribution  rate 
for  normal  cost  of  the  plan  is  based  upon  an  actuarial  valuation  of  the 
state  plan  as  of  June  30,  1985,  at  varying  rates  by  occupation.   Since 
the  valuation  is  based  on  the  entire  state  plan,  the  amount  of 
excess  vested  benefits  over  fund  assets  is  undeterminable  for  the 
town.   The  town  has  no  past  service  cost  obligation.

In  1985  there  were  many  kinds  of  programs,  activities,  and 
events  in  the  Library  —  from  story  hours  for  children  to  adult 
book  discussion  groups,  from  volunteers  relabeling  books  to 
Friends  hosting  the  tree  decorating  party.  A  few  highlights  of  the 
year's  calendar  include: 

•  Friends'  International  Soup  Luncheon  in  April 

•  Area  Library  Forum  V  in  April  (with  demonstration  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Automated  Information  System) 

•  Road  Race,  cosponsored  by  the  Boosters  Club,  in  June 

•  Fair  and  Book  Sale  in  September 

•  College  Information  Seminar  in  October. 

The  trustees  this  year  again  addressed  the  problem  of  providing 
a  more  efficient  and  economical  energy  system  for  the  Library.

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Monetary  gifts  totalling  $454.00  were  given  to  the  Library  this 
year.  Much  of  this  was  used  toward  the  purchase  of  large  print 
books. 

The  North  Hampton  Woman's  Club  and  the  Association  for  Fam- 
ily Education  were  once  again  generous  with  gift  books  this  year, 
including  a  3- volume  reference  work,  Bookfinder,  from  AFE. 
Throughout  the  year,  many  people  brought  in  boxes  of  used  books 
for  us — those  we  did  not  enter  into  the  collection  went  into  the  book 
sale. 

A  North  Hampton  resident  donated  a  VIC-20  computer  to  the 
Library,  along  with  miscellaneous  programs  and  hardware  acces- 
sories. Another  patron  donated  a  joystick  for  our  existing  VIC-20. 

The  second  annual  road  race,  co-sponsored  by  the  Boosters, 
was  held  in  June  and  brought  the  Library  $341 .83.  The  third  annual 
book  sale  and  library  fair,  held  in  September,  netted  $560.08.

We  now  have  210 
businesses  listed  in  town,  not  including  home  businesses,  with 
more  to  come  in  1986.

Although  burglaries  in  town  remain  about  the  same  as  last  year 
there  was  an  increase  in  thefts  and  malicious  damage.  The 
department  has  also  been  involved  in  investigating  armed  rob- 
beries, rape,  sexual  assault  of  children,  and  aggravated  assault. 

Over  the  past  few  years  the  town  has  changed  and  more  change 
is  coming.  The  department  urges  you  more  than  ever  to  be  aware 
of  what  goes  on  around  you  and  in  your  neighborhood. 

We  thank  you  for  your  past  cooperation  in  1985  and  look  for- 
ward to  your  support  in  1986  to  all  departments  and  boards  of  the 
town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

OF  THE  TOWN  OF  NORTH  HAMPTON 

For  the  Year  1985 

The  North  Hampton  Fire  Department  responded  to  209  calls  in 
1985,  up  43  calls  from  the  previous  year.  These  consisted  of  calls 
for  78  structural  fires,  38  cases  of  Mutual  Aid,  11  auto  fires,  28 
auto  accidents  involving  personal  injury,  24  grass  and  woods 
fires,  22  miscellaneous  fires,  and  8  public  assists. 

There  has  been  a  20%  increase  in  daily  fire  related  activities.  A 
great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  due  to  increased  inspections 
caused  by  the  rapid  growth  along  US  1  as  well  as  the  new 
housing  projects.  At  this  time  the  Town  has  approximately  210 
businesses. 

The  Department  has  been  fortunate  this  year  in  our  training 
program.  We  have  been  able  to  take  advantage  of  some  excellent 
schools  for  our  personnel.  I  attended  an  Emergency  Management 
Course  for  two  weeks  at  the  National  Fire  Academy  in  Emmits- 
burg,  Maryland.  Lieut.  Lambert  took  a  course  offered  by  the 
International  Fire  Service  Training  Association  (IFSTA),  for  four 
days  in  Brockton,  Mass.  This  course  was  on  Hazardous  Mate- 
rials. These  are  matters  that  we  are  having  to  work  with  more 
and  more,  and  the  storage  and  transportation  of  these  materials 
is  relatively  new  to  Fire  Departments.  We  are  also  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  Teleconference  Program  which  is  being  presented  by 
the  National  Fire  Academy. 

This  year  with  the  financial  support  of  the  North  Hampton 
Firemen's  Association,  the  North  Hampton  Ambulance  Corps, 
and  the  North  Hampton  Women's  Club,  the  Fire  Department  has 
acquired  a  computer.  An  Apple  HE  is  installed  in  the  Fire  Alarm 
Room  and  various  programs  are  being  implemented  for  it.  These 
include  all  business  in  town,  names  and  numbers  for  emergency 
calls,  a  dispatch  program  with  hydrant  locations,  etc.  This  will 
expedite  our  fire  and  ambulance  calls  and  is  also  integrated  into 
our  Department  Training  Program. 

Our  Department  is  glad  to  see  the  North  Hampton  Women's 
Auxiliary  working  with  us  again  this  year.  It  is  not  necessary  for 
your  husband  to  be  on  the  Fire  Department  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Women's  Auxiliary.  If  you  are  interested  please  get  in  touch  with 
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either  Mary  Lambert,  Pat  O'Connor,  or  Ann  Francis  of  the  Auxil- 
iary. This  organization  is  a  fine  support  group  for  our  Department 
and  we  would  welcome  additional  members.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

FOR  THE  TOWN  OF  NORTH  HAMPTON 

AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest 
fires  throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two  of 
the  leading  causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were  children  and  fires 
kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest 
fire  prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more 
information. 

Enforcement  of  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the 
responsibility  of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent 
timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber 
harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the 
timber  tax  payment  starting  April  1, 1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the 
Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact 
your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  working  on  several  projects 
of  importance  to  our  residents  and  to  our  geographical  area. 
Work  on  the  Woodland  road  Conservation  Property  has  continued 
with  marking  and  clarifying  the  trails  and  clearing  away  the 
fallen  trees  and  brush.  We  hope  to  have  a  direct  connection  to 
"Ship  Rock"  very  soon. 

Both  marsh  areas  have  been  walked  this  year  with  Dr. 
Richardson's  guidance.  Both  areas  have  been  under  study  by 
groups  from  U.N.H.  and  recommendations  have  been  made  — 
how  much  control  must  be  exerted  to  keep  the  proper  ecological 
balance  in  these  two  unique  areas. 

Entrance  to  another  parcel  of  Town  Conservation  land  has 
been  legalized  and  that  parcel  will  soon  be  in  use  by  residents  for 
recreational  purposes:  hiking  and  cross  country  skiing.  This  is 
located  between  Mill  Rd.  and  Woodland  Rd.  and  can  be  reached 
by  the  old  logging  road  shown  on  our  Town  Map  from  Mill  Rd. 

We  have  been  in  discussion  with  County  Extension  personnel 
pertaining  to  protection  of  the  Little  River  watershed  areas.  Talks, 
with  property  owners  in  the  area  will  be  ongoing  in  1986.

HIGHWAY  SAFETY  COMMISSION 

It  should  come  as  no  surprise  that  the  focus  of  this  report  is  the 
traffic  and  safety  problem  which  has  come  upon  us  so  quickly 
with  the  new  retail  stores  on  Lafayette  Road.  We  knew  it  was 
coming,  and  we  knew  we  could  not  stop  it.  However,  many  did 
feel  it  could  be  better  managed. 

Last  summer's  public  hearings,  including  the  one  with  a  large 
contingent  of  state  highway  officials  appear  to  have  accomp- 
lished little.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  none  of  the  special 
highway  budget  created  by  Governor  Sununu  and  the  Governor's 
Council  will  be  used  to  alleviate  the  problems  on  the  major  state 
road  through  our  community.  In  all  fairness,  however,  it  should 
be  pointed  out  that  the  people  in  charge  of  the  (state)  district 
maintenance  division  are  doing  what  they  can  within  their 
present  budget.  We  do  appreciate  their  efforts  in  our  behalf. 

In  a  related  state  matter,  we  certainly  hope  we  have  seen  the 
last  of  the  proposal  for  a  North  Hampton  interchange  with  Route 
95.  The  Town  appeared  unanimous  in  its  resentment  at  being 
used  as  the  ping  pong  ball  in  some  sort  of  game  between  the  state 
legislature  and  highway  department. 

We  find  ourselves  again  thanking  our  local  officials  for  their 
diligent  pursuit  of  safer  roadways.  Police  Chief  Golden,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  and  the  Planning  Board  deserve  not  only  our  grati- 
tude but  also  our  continuing  support  for  the  excellent  job  they  are 
doing.

Of  these  calls  during  this  Fiscal  Year,  255  were  made  to  fifty 
(50)  patients  free  of  charge  or  at  a  reduced  fee. 

Currently  twenty-seven  (27)  children  from  North  Hampton  are 
enrolled  in  our  Well  Child  Clinic,  which  is  held  twice  a  month  to 
serve  children  from  birth  to  six  (6)  years  of  age  from  families  who 
meet  federal  income  guidelines  (O.M.B.).  Dental  Clinics,  staffed 
by  Dental  Hygienists  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Dental 
Bureau,  are  held  twice  a  year  for  these  children,  ages  three  (3)to 
six  (6)  years  old.  Further  treatment  from  a  dentist,  when  needed, 
is  provided  under  a  grant  given  for  this  purpose  by  the  Rotary 
Club. 

Daily  between  8:00  a.m.  and  4:00  p.m.,  a  walk-in  service  at  our 

office  at  Seacoast  Village,  29  Lafayette  Road,  North  Hampton,  is 
available  to  all  residents  for  free  health  counseling,  and  blood 

pressure  monitoring.  Flu  Clinics  are  held  each  fall  in  our  office 

and  vaccine  is  also  available  for  our  homebound  patients  at  a 

nominal  fee. 

Our  staff  consists  of  six  (6)  full  time  Registered  Nurses,  three 
(3)  part  time  Registered  Nurses,  two  (2)  Physical  Therapists,  one 
(1)  Occupational  Therapist,  one  (1)  Speech  Therapist,  one  (1) 
Home  Health  Aide,  a  secretary  and  a  bookkeeper.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  HAMPTON 
MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION  FOR  1985 

After  the  wet  season  of  1984,  we  were  blessed  with  a  dry  season 
in  1985,  until  September.  The  freshwater  breeding  sites  were 
nearly  non-existent.  However,  the  salt  marshes  continued  to  breed 
mosquitoes  when  flooded  by  the  high  tides.  The  amount  of  breed- 
ing found  on  the  salt  marshes  was  far  below  normal  during  the 
months  of  June  and  July.  Usually,  July  is  known  as  "The  Month 
for  Mosquitoes."  This  was  not  true  in  1985.  I  would  deem  Sep- 
tember as  the  month  for  mosquitoes  this  year.  Each  September, 
supervisors  decide  whether  or  not  to  spray  the  marshes  in  the  fall 
since  a  frost  could  occur  anytime  killing  the  mosquitoes.  This 
year  approximately  half  of  us  decided  to  spray.  Each  of  us  would 
be  spraying  alone  because  we  all  lost  our  summer  help.  The 
following  3  weeks  turned  into  a  mosquito  controller's  nightmare. 
The  marshes  flooded  with  the  full  moon  on  August  31,  then  we 
received  4  inches  of  rain,  then  the  temperatures  shot  up  to  80°. 
This  was  supposed  to  happen  in  June  or  July,  not  September.  By 
the  third  week  of  September  the  mosquito  populations  were 
higher  than  they  had  been  all  summer.  The  beginning  of  Sep- 
tember was  cold  and  damp,  so  all  supervisors  stored  our  truck 
mounted  sprayers  for  the  season.  Every  night  we  prayed  for  a 
frost,  but  every  night  the  temperature  stayed  warm.  After  con- 
sulting with  the  other  supervisors,  I  decided  not  to  bring  my 
spray  trucks  out  of  winter  storage.  I  felt  that  the  benefit  of  spray- 
ing one  night  was  not  worth  the  cost  of  chemical,  labor  and 
setting  the  sprayer  back  up  for  operation.  This  was  a  tough 
decision  since  so  many  residents  were  calling  on  me  to  spray.  We 
never  thought  Indian  Summer  would  last  so  long. 

The  sprayer  presented  few  problems  last  summer.  The  initial 
flow  meter  arrived,  and  was  defective.  However,  this  was  not 
discovered  until  the  meter  was  fully  installed.  A  second  flow 
meter  was  then  ordered,  but  would  not  arrive  until  the  third  week 
in  June.  By  June  22  the  sprayer  was  ready  for  the  mosquito 
season.  Then,  the  truck  broke  down.  It's  always  something.  The 
newly  renovated  sprayer  sat  atop  the  decrepit  truck  for  3  weeks. 
After  a  deluge  of  repairs,  the  truck  was  operating,  but  not 
smoothly.  Our  1970  Ford  spray  truck  has  seen  better  days  and  is 
ready  for  retirement  from  mosquito  control.  A  new,  used  truck 
has  been  recommended  for  1986. 
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Once  again,  I'd  like  to  thank  my  assistant,  Rebecca  Goodson. 
This  was  her  third  season  in  mosquito  control.  She  was  in  com- 
plete charge  of  the  adulticiding  routes  in  North  Hampton.  I 
commend  Ms.  Goodson  on  her  reliability  on  the  job. 

On  the  whole,  I  was  pleased  with  the  1985  season.  The  sprayer 
ran  smoothly,  the  weather  was  favorable  for  spraying  every 
week  and  we  actually  received  compliments.  Yet  every  season 
something  unusual  occurs;  too  much  rain;  too  little  rain,  broken 
sprayers,  broken  trucks,  etc.  What  will  next  season  bring?  I  can 
hardly  wait  for  spring.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the 
individual  fund  statement  of  the  North  Hampton  School  District 
as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1985,  as  listed  in  the 
accompanying  table  of  contents.
